Paris, Aug. IS.—The general fed- 


eration of labor, the French revolu- 
tionary labor body at a 
conference 


last night, adopted a resolution, ap- 
pealing to the international working 
classes to work "so that peace may 
represent the triumph of right over 
might and that through the accep- 
tance by all countries of obligatory 
arbitration, the suppresion of secret 
diplomacy and of 
the 
burdens of 


armament may arise the possibility 
of a federation of nations assuring 
to all peoples the right 
to 
dispose 


freely of themselves and safeguard- 
ing- the independence of all nationali- 
ties." 


With the object of affirming the 


above point of view, the conference 
urgently invited all organized work- 
men to accept the proposal of Amer- 
ican labor organizations to hold an 
international congress at the 
time 


and place fixed upon by international 
diplomats for the establishment of 
peace terms.

fever caused more deaths in Ohio 
than any other disease, excepting tu- 
berculosis, according to 
elaborate 


figures presented by Frank G. Boud- 
reau, of Columbus, in the latest is- 
sue of the Ohio State Medical Jour- 
nal. 
During the last few years, the 


annual average number of deaths in 
Ohio due to typhoid has been 1153, 
while an average of more than 10,- 
000 each year have suffered 
from 


the disease, according to the figures 
shown. 


Scioto county has 
the 
highest 


death rate from typhoid and Hamil- 
ton county the lowest, according to 
the statistics. 
Yet both counties, it 


is pointed out by Dr. Boudreau, have 
equally favorable conditions or un- 
favorable conditions. 


"Scioto, Lawrence and Musking- 


um," says 
the 
Boudreau 
report, 


•'show the influence of the grossly 
polluted waters which they border. 
In counties with large cities the city 
rate to a great extent, 
determines 


that of the county. Toledo has a 
typhoid death rate of 35.41 while 
that 
of 
Lucas 
county 
is 
34.07. 


Franklin has a rate of 17.31 while 
the rate of Columbus is 17.82 and 
the rate of Cuyahoga is 12.52 while 
that of Cleveland is 12.98. Cincin- 
nati with a rate of 9.72, is situated 
in Hamilton county whose rate is 
11.12. 
It would be natural to sup- 


pose that the hospital 
facilities of 


Cincinnati, Cleveland. Columbus and 
Toledo would tend to raise rates in 
those cities and that the rates in 
the counties would be correspond- 
ingly lower. 
Such does not 
appear 


to be the case."

"In Xiles, East Liverpool,

streets,

flight of stairs—and Oakland lias 
disappeared. They are no longer in 
the city. AH they can see is the blue 
sky. 
Dimly they can hear the crash 


of the streets—tout all they see is 
four walls like garden walls, their 
rustic cafe, and the galleries and 
baseball diamond. 


They usually enjoy a ball game or 


a little target practice and when the 
noon hour is over return to their 
duties refreshed and with increased 
efficiency.
